No. 4/1/98-M. U (SM).—-The rules for a competitive 
examination to be ‘held bv the Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission in 1998 for the purpose of filling vacancies in the fol¬ 
lowing posts are, with the concurrence of Ministry of Water 
Resources, published for general information :— 

Categorv T (Posts in the Geological Survey of India, 
Ministry of Mines). 

(i) Geologist (Junior). Group A, and 

(iil Assistant Geologist, Group B. 

Categorv II (Posts in the Central Ground Water Board. 
Ministry of Water Resources). 

(i) Jr. Hvdrogeologists (Scientist B) Group A. 

(ii) Assistant Hydrogeologist. Group B. 
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1. A candidate may compete in respect of any oqo or both 
the categories of posts mentioned above. He should clearly 
indicate in his application the post for which he wishes to 
be considered in the order of preference. 

No request for alteration in the preferences indicated by a 
candidate in his application form for the examination will be 
considered in any case at any subsequent stage, 

2. Appointment on the results of tha examination will be 
made on a temporary basis in the first instance. The candi¬ 
dates will be eligible for permanent appointment in their 
turn as and when permanent vacancies become available. 

3. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by 
the Commission. Reservation will be made for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes and the 
other Backward Gasses in respect of vacancies as may be 
fixed by the Government. 

4. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix I 
to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina¬ 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

5. A candidate must be either :— 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) A Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962. with the intention of perma¬ 
nently settling in India, or 

(e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka, East African countries 
of Kenya, Uganda, the United Republic of Tanza¬ 
nia, Zambia, Malawi, Zaire and Ethiopia or Vietnam 
with the intention of permanently settling in India, 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories 
(b), (c), (d) and (e) above shall be a person in 
whose favour a certifieste of eligibility has been 
issued by the fis wi— t of India. 

A candidate in whose case a oertifisate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination but the offer 
of appointment may be given only after the necessary eligi¬ 
bility certificate has been issued to him by the Government 
of India. 

6. (a) A candidate for this examination must have attain¬ 
ed the age of 21 years and must not have attained the age 
of 30 years on 1st January, 1998 i.e. he must have been 
bom not earlier than 2nd January, 1968 and not later than 
1st January, 1977, 
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(b) the upper age limit will be reluxable npto a maximum 
of 7 years in the case of Government servants, if they are 
employed in a Derailment mentioned in Column 1 below 
and apply for the corresponding post(s) mentioned in 
column II.

(c) The upper age limits prescribed above will be further 
relaxable :— 

(i) upto a maximum of five years if a candidate be¬ 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) upto a maximum of five years if a candidate had 
ordinarily been domiciled in the State of Jammu A 
Kashmir during the period from the 1st January, 
1980 to the 31st day of December, 1989. 

(iii) upto a maximum of ten years if a candidate belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and

account of misconduct or inefficiency or (ii) on 
account of physical disability attributable to Mili¬ 
tary service or (iii) on invalidment, who belong to 
the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes; 

(viii) upto a maximum of 5 years in the case of ECO* 
SSCOs who have completed an initial period of 
assignment of 5 years of Military service as on 1st 
January, 1998 and whose assignment has been ex¬ 
tended beyond 5 years and in whose case the Minis¬ 
try of Defence issues a certificate that they can 
apply for civil employment and that they will be 
released on 3 months notice on selection from the 
date of receipt of offer of appointment. 

(ix) upto a maximum of 10 years in the case of ECOs/ 
SSCOs who have completed an initial period of 
assignment of 5 years of Military Service as on 1st 
January, 1998 and whose assignment has been ex¬ 
tended beyond 5 years, and in whose case the Minis¬ 
try ef Defence issues a certificate that they can apply 
for civil employment and that they will be i el eased 
on 3 months notice on selection from the date of 
receipt of offer of appointment, who belong to the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes; 

(x) upt© a maximum of three years in the case of candi¬ 
dates belonging to Other Backward Classes who are 
eligible to avail of reservation applicable to such 

candidates. 

Note I—-The form ex 1 servicemen will apply to the persons 
who are defined as ex-servicemen in the Ex-service¬ 
men (Re-employment in Civil Services and posts) 
Rules, 1979, as amended from time to time. 


Note //—Candidates falling under Rule 6(e) (ii) to (x) who 
do not belong to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribe, are not eligible for age concession if they 
have already joined any Govt, job on civil side 
after availing of the age concession. 


The Ex-servicemen who have already seemed 
regular employment under the Central Govt, in a 
civil post are, however, permitted the benefit of age 
relaxation as admissible to Ex-servicemen for securing 
another employment in any higher post or service 
under the Central Government. 

Note III—Candidates belonging to Other Backward Classes 
who are also covered under any other clause!) of 
Rule 6(c) above, viz, those coming under the 
category of Ex-servicemen, persons domiciled in the 
State of J&K etc. will be eligible for grant erf cumu¬ 
lative age-relaxation under both the categories. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 


N.B.—(i) The candidature of a person who is admitted to 
the examination under the age concession mentioned in Rule 
6(b) above, shall be cancelled, if after submitting his appli¬ 
cation. he resigns from service or his services are terminated 
by his department/offlee, either before or after taking the 
examination. He will, however, continue to be eligible If 
he is retrenched from the service or post after submitting 
the application. 


(ii) A candidate who, after submitting his application to 
his department is transferred to other department/office will 
be eligible to complete under departmental age concession 
for the post(s), for which be would have been eligible, but 
for his transfer provided his application, duly recommended 
has been forwarded by his parent Department 

7. A candidate must have — 


(a) Master's degree in Geology er Applied Geology or 
Marine Geology from a University incorporated 
by an Act of the Central or State Legislature in 
India or other educational Institutes established by 
an act of Parliament or declared to be deemed as 
Universities under Section 3 of the University Grants 
Commission Act, 1956; or 

(b) Diploma of Associateship in Applied Geology of 
the Indian School of Mines, Dbanbad; or 

(c) Master's degree in Mineral faplntnuea from a re- 
eofuised University (for posts in the Geological 

Survey of India only; or 
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(d) Master’s degree in Hydrogeology from a recognised 
University (for posts in the Central Ground Water 
Board only). 

Note L_In exceptional cases the Commission may treat 

a candidate who has not any of the qualifications prescribed 
in this rule, as educationally qualified provided that he has 
passed examinations conducted by other institutions, the 
standard of which in the opinion of the Commission, justifies 
his admission to the examination. 

Note H.—A candidate who is otherwise eligible but who 
has taken a degree from a foreign University may also apply 
to the Co mmi ssion and may be admitted to the examination 
at the discretion of the Commission. 

8. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in para 6 of the 
Commission’s Notice. 

9. All candidates in Government service, whether in a 
permanent or in temporary capacity or as work-charged em¬ 
ployees, other than casual or daily-rated employees, or those 
serving under Public Enterprises will bo required to submit 
an undertaking that thoy have informed in writing, their 
Head of Office/Department that they have applied for the 
Examination. 

Candidates should note that in case a. communication is 
received from their employers by the Commission withhold¬ 
ing permission to the candidates applying for/appearing at 
the examination, their application shall be rejected/candlda- 
turo shall be cancelled. 

10. The decision of the Commission with regard to the 
acceptance of the application of a candidate for the exami¬ 
nation and his eligibility, or otherwise of a candidate for 
admisckxi to the examination shall be final. 

The candidates applying for the examination should ensure 
that they fulfil all the eligibility conditions for admission to 
the Examination. Their admission at ail the stages of exa¬ 
mination for which they are admitted by the Commission, 
viz. Written Examination and Interview Test, will be purely 
provisional, subject to their satisfying the prescribed eligibility 
conditions. If on verification at any time before or after 
the Written Examination or Interview Test, it is found that 
they do not fulfil any of eligibility conditions, their candidature 
for the examination will be cancelled by the Commission. 

11. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis¬ 
sion. 

12. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com¬ 
mission to be guilty of— 

(1) obtaining support for his candidature by any means; 
or 

(ii) impersonating; or 

(ui) procuring impersonation by any person; or 
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(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents which 
have been tampered with; or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information; or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the exami¬ 
nation; or 

(vii) using unfair means during tho examination; or 

(viii) writing irrelevant matter, including obscene langu¬ 
age or pornographic matter, in the script(s); or 

(ix) misbehaving in any other manner in the examina¬ 
tion hall; or 

(x) harrassing or doing bodily harm to the staff em¬ 
ployed by the Commission for tho conduct of their 
examination; or 

(xi) violating any of the instruction issued to the candi¬ 
dates alongwith their Admission Certificates per¬ 
mitting them to take tho examination; or 

(xii) attempting to commit or as the case may be, abet¬ 
ting the commission of all or any of the acts speci¬ 
fied in the foregoing clauses. 

may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal pro¬ 
secution bo liable— 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the exa¬ 
mination for which he is a candidate; and/or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period— 

(i) by the Commission, from any examination or 
selection held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government from any employ¬ 
ment under them; and 

(c) if he is already in service under Government, to 
disciplinary action under tho appropriate ndes. 

Provided that no penalty under this rule shall bo imposed 
except after— 

(i) giving the candidate an opportunity of making such 
representation in writing as he may wish to make 
in that behalf; and 

(ii) taking the representation, if any, submitted by the 
candidate within the period allowed to him into 
consideration. 

13. Candidate who obtain such minimum qualifying 
marks in the written examination as may be fixed by the 
Co mmi ssion in their discretion shall be summoned by them 
for an interview for a personality test. 
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Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
tto Scheduled Tribes or the Other Backward Classes may be 
summoned for an interview for a personality test by the Com- 
nission by applying relaxed standards if the Commission 
is of the opinion that sufficient number of candidates from 
communities are not likely to be summoned for inter- 
jiew for a personality test on the basis of the general stan- 
ard in order to fill up the vacancies reserved for them. 

14. (i) After the interview the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis¬ 
sion to be qualified at the examination shall be recommended 
fjor appointment up to the number of unreserved vacancies 
decided to bo filled on the results of the examination. 

(ii) The candidates belonging to any of the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, or the Other Backward Classes, 
may be the extent of the number of vacancies reserved for the 
.Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and the Other Back¬ 
ward Classes bo recommended by the Commission by a relaxed 

S tandard, subject to the fitness of these candidates for selec- 
ion to the services. 

Provided that the candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes, tihe Scheduled Tribes and the Other Backward Classes 
who have been recommended by the Commission without 
resorting to the relaxed standard referred to in this sub-rule, 
shall not be adjusted against the vacancies reserved for the 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and the Other Back- 
Ward Classes. 

15. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
Will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

16. Due consideration will be given at the time of making 
appointments on the results of the examination to the prefer¬ 
ences expressed by a candidate for the various posts at the 
time of his application. 

17. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint¬ 
ment unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate, having 
regard to his character and antecedents, is suitable in all 
respects for appointment to the post. 

I 

18. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
discharge of the duties of the post, A candidate who after 
jsuch medical examination as Government or the appointing 
Authority, as the case may be, may prescribed is found not 
to satisfy those requirements, will not be appointed. Only 
candidates who are likely to be considered for appointment 
jvill be physically examined. Candidates will have to pay 
ja fee of Rs. 16.00 (Rupees Sixteen only) to the Medical 
Board concerned at the time of the Medical Examination. 

Note :—In order to prevent disappointment candidates ate 
advised to have themselves oxamined by a Government 
Modical Officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon before 
applying for admission to the examination. Particulars ol' 
the nature of the medical test to which candidates will be 
Subjected before appointment in Gazetted posts and of the 


standards required are given in Appendix II. For the dis¬ 
abled ex-Defence Services personnel, the standards will be 
relaxed consistent with the requirements of the posts. 


19, No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person. 

shall be eligible for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any per¬ 
son from the operation of this rule. 


20. Brief particulars relating to the posts to which recruit¬ 
ment is being made through this examination are given in 
Appendix IH.

4. All Question papers must be answered in English. The 
Question Papers will be set in English only. 

5. The standard and syllabus of the examination will be 
as shown in the Schedule. 

6. Candidates must write the papers in their own hand. 
In no circumstances will they be allowed the help of a 
scribe to write answers for them. 

7. The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying marks 
in any or all the subjects of the examination. 

8. If a candidate's handwriting Is not easily legible, 
deduction will be made on this account from the total marks 
otherwise accruing to him. 

9. Marks will not be allotted for mere superficial know¬ 
ledge. 

10. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and exact 
expression combined with due economy of words in all sub¬ 
jects of the examination. 

11. In the question papers wherever necessary, questions 
involving the Metric System of Weights and Measures only 
will be set. 

12. Candidates should use only International form of Indian 
numerals (e.g. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 etc.) while answering question 

papers. 

13. Candidates are permitted to bring and use battery 
operated pocket calculators for answering papers in (his exami¬ 
nation. Loaning or inter-changing of calculators in the Exa¬ 
mination Hall is not permitted. 

14. Special attention will be paid in that Personality Test 
to assessing the candidate’s capacity for leadership, initiative 
and intellectual curiosity, tact and other social qualities, men¬ 
tal and physical energy, powers of practical application, 
integrity of character and aptitude for adapting themselves 
to the field life.

APPENDIX II 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

These regulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and in order to enable them to ascertain the pro¬ 
bability of their coming upto the required physical standard. 
The regulations are also intended to provide guidelines to 
the medical examiners and a candidates who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulations 
cannot be declared fit by the medical examiners. However, 
while holding that a candidate Is not fit according to the 
norms laid down in these regulations, It would be permissi¬ 
ble for a Medical Board to recommend to the Government 
of India for reasons specifically recorded in writing that he 
may be admitted to service without disadvantage to Govern¬ 
ment. 

It should, however, be clearly understood that the Govern¬ 
ment of India reserve to themselves, absolute discretion to 
reject or accept any candidate after considering the report 
of the Medical Board. For the disabled ex-Defence Services 
Personnel the standards will be relaxed consistent with the 
requirements of the posts. 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from 
any physical defect likely to interfere with the effi¬ 
cient performance of the duties of his appointment. 

2. In the matter of the correlation of age, height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo- 
Indian) race, it is left to the Medical Board to use 
whatever correlation figures are considered most suit¬ 
able as a guide in the examination of the candidates, 
if these be any disproportion with regard to height, 
weight and chest girth, the candidate should be hos¬ 
pitalised for investigation and X-ray of the chest 
taken before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by 
the Board. 


4. The candidate’s chest will be measured as follows :— 
He will be made to stand erect with his feet together 
and to raise his arms over his head. The tape will 
be so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge 
touches the inferior angles of the shoulder blades 
behind and lies in the same horizontal plane when 
the tape is taken round the chest. The arms will 
than the lowered to hang loosely by the side and care 
will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown up¬ 
wards or backwards so as to displace the tape. The 
candidate will then be directed to take a deep inspira¬ 
tion several times and the maximum expansion of 
the chest will be carefully noted and the minimum 
and maximum will then be recorded in the centi¬ 
metres thus 84—89, 86—93.5 etc. In recording the 
measurements fractions of less than half a centi¬ 
metre should not be noted. 

N.B.-—The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measured twice before coming to a final decision. 

5. The candidate will also be weighted and his weight 
recorded in Kilogram; fraction of half a Kilogram 
should not be noted. 

6. The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested In accordance 
with the following rules. The result of each test will 
be recorded. 

(i) General .—The candidate’s eye will be submitted to 
a genera] examination directed to the detection of 
any disease or abnormality. The candidate will be 
rejected if be suffers from any squint or morbid 
conditions of eyes, eyelids or continuous structure 
of such a sort as to render or are likely at a future 
date to render him unfit for service. 

(ii) Visual Acquity .—The examination for determining 
the acuteness of vision includes two tests, one of 
the distant, the other for near vision. Each eye will 
be examined separately. 

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision but 
the naked eye vision of the candidate shall, however, be 
recorded by the Medical Board or other medical authority 
in every case as it will furnish the basic information in 
regard to the condition of the eye.

unsatisfactory or doubtful result the field of vision should 
be determined on the perimeter. 

Note (5)— Night Blindness. —Night blindness need not be 
tested as a routine but only in special cases. No standard 
test for the testing of night blindness or dark adaptation is 
prescribed. The Medical Board should be given the discre¬ 
tion to improvise such a rough test, e.g., recording of visual 
acquity with reduced illumination or by making the candidate 
recognise various objects in a darkened room after he/she 
has been there for 20 to 30 minutes. Candidates’ own state¬ 
ments should not always be relied upon but they should be 
given due consideration. 

Note (6)— (a) Ocular conditions other than visual 
acquity —Any organic disease or a progressive reactive error 
which is likely to result in lowering the visual acquity should 
be considered as a disqualification. 

(b) Trachoma —Trachoma unless complicated shall not 
ordinarily be a cause for disqualification. 

(c) Squint. —Where the presence of binocular vision fa 
essential squint, even if the visual acquity is of a prescribed 
standard should be considered as disqualification. 

(d) One-eyed persons. —The employment of one-eyed in¬ 
dividuals Is not recommended. 

7. Blood Pressure 

The Board will use its discretion ragarding Blood pressure. 

A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressure is as follows : — 

(i) With young subjects 15—25 years of age the ave¬ 
rage is about 100 plus the age. 

(ii) With subject over 25 years of age the general rule 
of 110 pins half the age seems quite satisfactory. 

N.B.—As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 mm 
and diastolic over 90 mm should be regarded as suspicious 
and the candidates should be hospitalised by the Board before 
giving their final opinion regarding the candidate’s fitness or 
otherwise. The hospitalisation report should indicate whether 
the rise in blood pressuc is of a transient nature due to ex¬ 
citement etc. or whether it is due to any organic disease. 

In all Buch cases X-ray and electro-cardiographic examina¬ 
tions of heart and blood urea clearance test should also ba 
done as a routine. The final decision as to the fitness or 
otherwise of a candidate will, however, rest with the Medi¬ 
cal Board only. 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be 
used as a rule. Tbe measurement should not be taken with¬ 
in fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided 
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the patient and particularly his arm is relaxed, he may be 
either lying or sitting. The arm is supported comfortably 
at the patient's side in a more or less horizontal position. 
The arm should be freed from clothes to the shoulder. The 
cull completely deflated, should be applied with the middle 
of the rubber over the inner side of the arm and its lower 
edge an inch or two above the bend of elbow. The follow¬ 
ing turns of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the 
bag to avoid bulging during inflation. 


The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethoscope it then applied slightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with the cuff. The 
cuff is inflated to about 200 mm . Hg. and then slowly deflat¬ 
ed. The level at which the column stands when soft succes¬ 
sive sounds aro heard represents the systolic pressure. When 
more air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard to in¬ 
crease in intensity. The level at which the well-heard clear 
sounds change to soft muffled fading sounds represents the 
diastolic pressure. The measurement should be taken in a 
fairly brief period of time as prolonged pressure of the cuff 
is irritating to the patient and will vitiate the readings. Re. 
checking if necessary, should be done only a few minutes 
after complete deflation of the cuff. (Sometimes, as the cuff 
Is deflated sounds arc heard at a certain level; they may 
disappear as pressure falls and re-appear at still lower level. 
This silent Gap may cause error in readings).

Government are satisfied on the evidence produced before 
them of the possibility of an error of judgement in the deci¬ 
sion of the first Board it is open to Government to allow 
an appeal to a second Board. Such evidence should be sub¬ 
mitted within one month of tho date of the communication 
in which the decision of the first Medical Board is commu¬ 
nicated to the candidate otherwise no request for an appeal 
to a second Medical Board, will be considered. 

If any medical certificate is produced by a candidate as a 
piece of evidence about the possibility of an error of judge¬ 
ment in the decision of the first Board, tho certificate will not 
be taken into consideration unless it contains, a note by the 
medical practitioner concerned to the effect that it has been 
given in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate had 
already been rejected as until for service by the Medical 
Board. 
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Medical Board’s Report 

The following Intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner— 

The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should make 
due allowance for the age and length of service if any of 
the candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
public service who shall not satisfy Government, or 
the appointing authority, as the case may be, that 
he has no disease constitutional affection or bodily 
infirmity unfitting him or likely to unfit him for 
that service. 

It should bo understood that the question of fitness 
involves future as well as the present and that one 
of the main objects of medical examination is to 
secure continuous effective service and In the case 
of candidates for permanent appointment to prevent 
early pension or payments in case of premature 
death. It is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous 
effective service, and that rejection of a candidate 
need not be advised on account of the presence 
of a defect which in only a small proportion of cases 
is found to interfere with continuous effective 
service. 

A lady doctor will bo coopted os a member of the 
Medical Board whenever a woman candidate Is 10 
be examined. 

Candidates appointed to the posts of Geologists (J t,)/ 
Assistant Goologist and Junior Hydrogeologist/ 
Assistant Hydrogeologist are liable for field service 
in or out of India. In the case of such a candi¬ 
date the Medical Board should specifically record 
their opinion as to his fitness or otherwise for field 
service. 


The report of the Medical Board should bo treated as 
confidential. 

In case where a candidate is declared unfit for appointment 
in the Government service, the grounds for 
rejection may be communicated to the candidate 
in broad terms without giving minute details regard¬ 
ing the defects pointed out by the Medical Board. 

In cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 

disability disqualifying a candidate for Government 
service can be cured by treatment (medical or sur¬ 
gical) a statement to that effect should be recorded 
by the Medical Board. 
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There is no objection to n candidate being informed of 
the Board’s opinion to this effect by the appointing 
authority aud when a cure has been affected it will 
be open to the authority concerned to ask for on* 
other Medical Board. 

In the case of candidates who are to be declared tempo¬ 
rarily ‘Unfit’, period specified for re-examination 
should not ordinarily exceed six months at the 
maximum. On re-examination after the specified 
period these candidates should not be declared 
temporarily unfit for a further period but a final 
decision in regard to their fitness for appointment 
or otherwise should be given.
